Get Pumpkins 
for Turkey 
Day Pie 


Get your pumpkin now 
for 


Thanksgiving pics, says Miss Mary 
Dixon, home demonstration agent. 
Pumpkin is good in other desserts, 
too, or it can be served as a veg- 
etable. It is a good source of Vita- 
min A, as you might guess from 
its deep yellow color, she explains. 


Pumpkins stored at 50 lo 60 de- 


grees Fahrenheit in a dry, well- 
ventilated cellar or basement will 
keep until late winter. Put them 
in rows on shelves so they do not 
touch each other. 
"Canning pumpkin is a good idea 


if you do not have a good storage 
space," Miss Dixon told Hempstead 
County homemakers. It saves 
a 


lot of trouble too, if you can get 
your pie ingredients out of a can. 
Pumpkin may be canned in two 
ways— in cubes or 
as pumpkin 


pulp. Whichever method you use, 
first wash the pumpkin, remove 
the seed, peel, and cut in one 
inch cubes. 
To can the cubes, put them in 


a pan and add just enough hot 
water to cover. Bring them to a 
good boil, then pack quickly into 
hot sterilized jars. Process pints 
for 55 minutes and quarts for 90 
minutes at 10 pounds pressure. 


If you want to can strained pump- 


kin, 
put the cubes in a 
small 


amount of water and steam until 
tender (about 25 minutes). 
Put 


the cubes through a 
food mill or 


strainer. Then reheat the pumpkin 


I until it is hot through. Watch the 
pumpkin carefully so it does not 
stick or scorch. 
Pack the hot 


pumpkin into hot sterilized jars, 
minutes and 
at 10 pounds

Pine needles are excellent mater- 


ial for handicraft work and they 
are plenliful in Hempstead county. 
Miss Mary Dixon, home demonstra- 
lion agent, says the needles may 
be gathered at any season of Ihe 
since the pine tree is an evergreen. 
Young and mature needles are on 
the tree at the same time, but the 
mature 
ones—those thai 
have 


reached their full growth— on long- 
leaf pines are best suited for weav- 
ing. 


Gather green needles from the 
tree or brown ones from branches 
recently cut from the tree, she 
advised, explaining 
thai needles 


galhered from Ihe ground or from 
very old, dead branches are infer- 
ior. 


"As you galher needles, place 


Ihem | in layers in a box with the 
ends pointing in the same direciton, 
or tie them in loose bundles with 
a wide cloth string. This prevents 
breaking and tangling. It is very 
important 
to keep the needles 


straight throughout the gathering 
and curing process.

Uncle Boobly has never been one 


He almosl 
saw France in the first world war. 
He was on the way over but when 
the Germans heard Uncle Boobly 
was coming they gave up, and the 
American government turned Ihe 
ship around 
in 
mid-ocean 
and 


brought Uncle Boobly right back 
home. Except for that Paris would 
still remember him. 
Nobody who spent more than an 


hour with Uncle Boobly could ever 
forget him. He was always a rain- 
bow chaser, and he hasnt quit yet. 


When he hung up his army uni- 


form in 1918, he went to work it 
my fathers grocery store in Kan 
sas City. But all he was interested 
in then was dancing. He was best 
at a kind of dance in which you 
bounced up and down like you were 
on pogo sticks. About once a year 
Uncle Boobly still gets out on the 


lifetime. 
He has a bay window now and 


wears down quickly, but the spirits 
still there. 


When he worked for 
Dad 
he 


could dance all night, bul the next

he had a

Council report said today the twin 
problems of food and dollar short- 
ages abroad could result in world 
"economic collapse, if not chaos." 


The report said world food pro-

war. 


Per capita food supplies for this 
crop year, which ends next June 
30, will be two or three per cent 
below last year's level and nearly 
10 per cent below prewar produc- 
tion, the report said. 


It emphasized, however, that the 
change from prewar levels of food 
consumption has not been uniform. 
Supplies this crop year were said 
to vary country by country from 
as much as 30 per cent below t'o 
as much as 15 percent above. 


D. D. A. Fitzgerald, secretary- 
general of the 35-nation emergency 
council and author of the. report, 
said food consumption is highest 
in the United States and Argen- 
tina and lowest in parts of Europe 
and Asia.

The report said world food pro-

war. 


Per capita food supplies for this 
crop year, which ends next June 
30, will be two or three per cent 
below last year's level and nearly 
10 per cent below prewar produc- 
tion, the report said. 


It emphasized, however, that the 
change from prewar levels of food 
consumption has not been uniform. 
Supplies this crop year were said 
to vary country by country from 
as much as 30 per cent below t'o 
as much as 15 percent above. 


D. D. A. Fitzgerald, secretary- 
general of the 35-nation emergency 
council and author of the. report, 
said food consumption is highest 
in the United States and Argen- 
tina and lowest in parts of Europe 
and Asia.

Emergency

Council report said today the twin 
problems of food and dollar short- 
ages abroad could result in world 
"economic collapse, if not chaos." 


The report said world food pro- 


duction this crop' year 
will 
be 
slightly below last year's skimpy 
output and appreciably below pre- 
war. 
It added that the decline is 


serious because there 
are .200,- 


000,000, or eight per Acent, 
more 


people to feed now thaV\ before the 
war. 


Per capita food supplies for this 
crop year, which ends next June 
30, will be two or three per cent 
below last year's level and nearly 
10 per cent below prewar produc- 
tion, the report said. 


It emphasized, however, that the 
change from prewar levels of food 
consumption has not been uniform. 
Supplies this crop year were said 
to vary country by country from 
as much as 30 per cent below t'o 
as much as 15 percent above. 


D. D. A. Fitzgerald, secretary- 
general of the 35-nation emergency 
council and author of the. report, 
said food consumption is highest 
in the United States and Argen- 
tina and lowest in parts of Europe 
and Asia.

The report said world food pro-

output and appreciably below pre- 
war. 
It added that the decline is

war. 


Per capita food supplies for this 
crop year, which ends next June 
30, will be two or three per cent 
below last year's level and nearly 
10 per cent below prewar produc- 
tion, the report said. 


It emphasized, however, that the 
change from prewar levels of food 
consumption has not been uniform. 
Supplies this crop year were said 
to vary country by country from 
as much as 30 per cent below t'o 
as much as 15 percent above. 


D. D. A. Fitzgerald, secretary- 
general of the 35-nation emergency 
council and author of the. report, 
said food consumption is highest 
in the United States and Argen- 
tina and lowest in parts of Europe 
and Asia.

Supplies this crop year were said 
to vary country by country from 
as much as 30 per cent below t'o 
as much as 15 percent above.

Council report said today the twin 
problems of food and dollar short- 
ages abroad could result in world 
"economic collapse, if not chaos." 


The report said world food pro- 


duction this crop' year 
will

slightly below last year's skimpy 
output and appreciably below pre- 
war. 
It added that the decline is 


serious because there 
are .200,- 


000,000, or eight per Acent, 
more 


people to feed now thaV\ before the 
war. 


Per capita food supplies for this 
crop year, which ends next June 
30, will be two or three per cent 
below last year's level and nearly 
10 per cent below prewar produc- 
tion, the report said. 


It emphasized, however, that the 
change from prewar levels of food 
consumption has not been uniform. 
Supplies this crop year were said 
to vary country by country from 
as much as 30 per cent below t'o 
as much as 15 percent above. 


D. D. A. Fitzgerald, secretary- 
general of the 35-nation emergency 
council and author of the. report, 
said food consumption is highest 
in the United States and Argen- 
tina and lowest in parts of Europe 
and Asia.

thing to brag about because of 
their high protein content. They 
be!6ng in the same food group 
with, meat, and can be served in 
•place of meat once or twice 
a 


week. 


They are good to eat and never 


out of season, says Home Demon- 
stration Agent, Miss Mary Dixoni 
Hempstead County. They are easy 
.to. keep, but must be treated be- 
fore 'storing to prevent weevils. 


Most simple treatment is 
to 
spread the beans and peas in a 
shallow pan and place in a warm 
overt (150 degrees Fahrenheit) for 
about 20 minutes. Stir the beans 
and peas occasionally so they will 
heat evenly and prop the stove 
door open to keep the beans from 
getting too hot. After the beans 
and peas have cooled, store them 
in' containers with tight lids and 
store in a cool, dry place, 
she 


states. 


Carbon disulfite or high life is 


also used to treat beans and peas 
for weevils. 
Use 
about Vi tea- 
spoon of carbon disulfite to % gal- 
lon «f shelled beans or peas. Be 
careful not to use too much car- 
bon disulfite or the odor will stay. 
But the shelled beans or peas in 
a container which has a tight lid. 
Then , put the Vi teaspoon of car- 
bon .disultfite in a small lid and 
set it on top of the beans or peas 
and put the lid on the container. 
After 24 hours the carbon disulfite 
will have evaporated. 


Then take out the small lid. 


Put the other lid on the container 
and- turn the beans or peas upside 
down. This makes the gas which 
was formed by the carbon disulfite 
penetrate all parts of the eontain- 
e,r,; the home demonstration agent 
explains. Leave this container up- 
side down for two or three days. 


'Sometimes a few drops of mois- 


ture 
form in the container with 
tlie beans or peas. If it does, 
take the lid off the container and 
tie a cloth around the top for a 
few days or until the moisture has 
disappeared. Then store the peas 
or.beans in a cool, dark, dry place.

Says Army Witholds Incidents 
in Trieste in Which Reds 
Have Killed Many Americans 


Washington, Oct. 28 — (/P)—Rep.. 


Marion T. Bennett (R-Mo) declared 
qday that "many" American sol- 
liers have been killed or wounded 
)y Communists in the Trieste area 
behind a "brass curtain of Ameri- 
can military censorship." 


The Missouri lawmaker, recent- 
y returned from a six week tour 
of Europe and the Near East, said 
there have been "63 incidents of 
armed aggression by the Commu- 
lisls" against United States forces 
since they moved into the former 
Italian territory, bordaring on Yu- 
goslavia. 
Trieste now is a free 


stale. 


"These acts have resulted in the 
death or wounding of many Ameri- 
an soldiers." Bennett added in a 
statement issued before he left for 
his home in Springfield, Mo. "I 
have the names and identifications. 


"In Europe they call it a 'cold 
war.' It is war and how soon, or 
if, it will engulf the whole world, 
no men outside of the Kremlin can 
say."The brass curtain of American 
military censorship has done a re- 
markable job in keeping from the 
American people the seriousness of 
the situation at Trieste." 
The army declined comment on 
Bennett's statement.
